The monumei]* was erected by the 
South Carolina Monumental Associa- 
tion, composed of ladies, on May 1', 
1^79. The association was f(»unded in 
l ebruary, 1860, and work was begun in 
1869. The total expenses of the enter- 
prise amounted to ^WJCAAG. The 
statue surmountino^ the monument, 
which was ciaiselea out of line Italian 
marble, cost about $5,O00. It will be 
impossible to replace the statue and re- 
pair the other damages for Jean tliau this 
amount, for ftlthongh the thalt a«Ml base 
Ktill stand they were shaken out of their 
position, inclining a little to the riglit, 
and it may be necessary to take down 
the monument and re^rect it.
